FIGHT IN TIIE SENATE. 


The assembly will have its tussle with 


the railway taxation bill this week., the 
bill providing for an ad valorem system 
having been reported for passage by the 
committee on assessment and collection 


f taxes at the Saturday session, and on 


motion of Chairman Smalley piaccd on 
the calendar for Tnenday, when it will 
probably be made a special order for 
Wednesday. No great fight on the bill 
is expected in the lower house, the rail- 
way people realizing that it would be 
uselcHs. but a hard and bitter struggle 
is looked for when it gets over to the 
senate. There is some- disappointment 
because the committee did not adopt 
Mr. Bradford's suggestion of creating a 
separate commission to determine the 
value of railway property, instead of 
making the tax commission a board of 
assessment for thin purpose. One of the 
main arguments in the brief submitted 
by the Northwestern company's attor- 
ney against the bill is that the Uuc com- 
mission already has its mind made up as 
to the property value of the roads, and 
would be prejudiced in making the as- 
sessment. Mr. Bradford did not express 
the belief that this was true, but said 
the appointment of a separate board 
would remove this objection by the rail- 
way companies. The 
committee, how- 


ever, took the view that the commission 
will act fairly in the matter, and thai 
it already has at bund a vast amount of 
information regarding railroad properties 
which a new hoard would have to spend 
much time and money to secure. 


Une change in the bill mode by the 


committee was a provision which makes 
the law operative from Jan. 1 of the 
preient year. .The board. U to detirroine 
the value of the railway property and 
certify the amount uf taxes levied upon 
ihi: several coiujunici.to 


urer on or before Aug. 1, 1803. The bill 
also requires the railroad companies to 
furnish 
information desired 
by 
the 


board within thirty days after notice 
from 
the board. Another 
ehingc is 


made by .the cutting out of the provis- 
ion for am expert engineer and expert 
accountmrt to assist the board in deter- 
mining the railway valuation, the com- 
mittee reporting a separate bill provid- 
ing for tfaeee, in order to obviate the ne- 
cessity of sending the whole bill to the 
committee on claims, where all bills car- 
rying an .appropriation must go.

moat of hi* time Iswt week in going over 
the pTOraions of the bill providing for 
the appointment of a state railway com- 
miinion with authority to fix maximum 
rates, and the bill is expected to be in- 
troduced in the assembly by Wednesday 
of this week. An even harder fight is 
expected from the railway lobbyists on 
this than on the nd valorem bill, and 
much care is being taken to have it BO 
perfect in construction that no legal 
flaws can be picked in it, 


The bill providing for a state system 


of grain inspection will be reported on 
by the committee on state affairs some 
time this week. The committee gave 
the men who were from the head of the 
hikes lost week until Tuesday to file 
briefs, figures and facts with the com- 
mittee, but will hold no more oral hear- 
ings. Tfrere is little doubt but that the 
bill will be favorably reported.

seeiton the street, '.ine detectives want- 
ed to Ret the •men together and would 
not risk getting one. for fear the other 
would get 
awny'. This 'afternoon Ru- 


dolph, an* collins were, seen coming out 
of »•• house where they had two rooms. 
Thcv were- followed to a house on State 
. e t and the force of Pinkerton men 
and local detectives was gathered there. 
Collins came out of the house and was 
arrested. 


The "Misnouri Kid" remained in the 


house and Detoctive Dougherty and De- 
tective 1'arrell went 
after him. Tnty 


went into the room with drawn revolv- 
ers. Rudolph reached und«r W« orer- 
coat for hi« weapon, but Dougherty wa» 
upon him before he could pull it. The 
men had a struggle, .while the H»rtford 
detectives tried to get the revolver »way 
from Rudolph. 
Dougherty was bitten 


in the neck. 


In all $8,085 was found in the rooms 


and on the prisoners. About $3,000 was 
in gold. 


FISHEBMBN IN DANGEE 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
full 


text of President Roosevelt's letter to 
Clark Howell, editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitu'tion, regarding southern appoint- 
ments, an abstract of which was publish- 
ed this morning was rondo public today. 
In beginning his letter, which is dated 
Feb. 24, President Roosevelt says: 
"My dear Mr. Howard: 


"I have a .high opinion of the gentle- 


man you mention, and if the opportunity 
occurs I shall be glad to do anything I 
can for him. 


•'Xow, as to what you say concerning 


federal appointments in the 
south. 


' Frankly, it flRemn to me that my appoint- 
ments speak for themselves and that my 
policy IB self-explanatory. 
So far from 


feeling that they need the slight apology 
or justification, my position is that on 
the strength of what I have done I hive 
the right to claim the support of all good 
citizen? who wish not only a high stand- 
ard of federal service but fair and equi'ta- 
l)le dealing to the south as well as to the 
north, and a, policy of consi.-.'U'nt justice 
and good will toward all men."'' 


Farther along the president pays: 
"T have scant sympathy with the mere 


doctrinaire, with the man of mere theory 
who refuses to face facts; hut do you 
not think that in the long run i't is safer 
for everybody if we uet on the motto 
'All men up' rather than that of ".Some' 
men down*? 


•fn your own stirfp of Georgia you arc 


competent to judge from your own ex- 
perience. Tn the great bulk of the cases 
I have vrappointed Mr. Mclvinley's ap- 
pointees. The changes T have made, such 
as that in the postmastership at Allienn 
and in the survivorship at Atlanta, were, 
.IB T think you will agree, changes for Mio, 
better and not for the worse. Tt happens 
that in each of 'these offices T have ap- 
pointed a white man to succeed a colored 
man. 


'If you know of nny federal office hold- 


er in Georgia nf whom this is not true, 
pray let- me know, at once. I will wel- 
come testimony from .you or any otlier 
reputable citiy.cn .which will lend in show 
that a given public officer is unworthy 
and most emphatically; short, will be .the 
shrift o'f any one whose lock of worth.is 
proven."

fices ia Georgia arc Democrat!:, the pres- 
ident =ays:

TO STOP FILIBUSTERING. 


The Republican managers in the house 


Imve devised another rule to still furth- 
er reduce the minority's power to fili- 
buster and this morning it was ordered 
favorahlv reported by the committee on 
rules. It adopts senate methods of send- j 
ing to conference general bills with sen- 
ate amendments which has been pursued 
with 
reference to appropriation 
bills, 


thus cutting off several roll calls and by 
a further provision cut out the demand 
for the previous question or conference 
reports, thus eliminating a roll call on 
each report. The rule is as follows:

thereafter, the speaker may lay before 
tae house the bill I H. B. 1210!)) to reg- 
ulate the immigration of aliens into the 
United Sta; - MOV,- on the speaker's ta- 
ble, and the senate amendments thereto 
having been read. Me question shall be 
nt once taken without debate or inter- 
vening motion following question." 


Will the house disagree to the senate 


amendments en bloc and ask a confer- 
ence with the senate? And if this mo- 
tion Chilli be decided in the arririnniive 
the speaker shall at once appoint con- 
f-rees without the intervention of any 
moti-in. 
If tiie hou>e sbull decide the 


motion in the negative, the effect of said 
vote sliall.be to agree to said amencl- 
rr.ents and further., t h a t for the remain- 
der of this session whenever a conference 
report 
shall have been presented 
and 


read there shall be ten minutes of debate 
and nt the end of that time the previous 
question shall be considered as ordered 
on agreeing to said report." 


ENSUKES APPROVKIATJON?.

F1LIBUSTKRERS DEFEATED.

son, the minority leader, in pursuance of 
the filibustering program, attempted to 
make the point that a quorum must be 
ascertained to be present before busi- 
ness could be transacted, but the speak- 
er declined to entertain the point and 
upon the demand of Mr. Payne, the ma- 
jority leader, a roll call was ordered on 
the pending question.

Mr. Grosvenor from the committee on

Mr. Bradford did not express 
the belief that this was true, but said 
the appointment of a separate board 
would remove this objection by the rail- 
way companies. The 
committee, how- 


ever, took the view1 that the commission 
will act fairly in the matter, and that 
it already has at hand a vast amount of 
information regarding railroad properties 
which a new board would have to spend 
much time and money to secure. 


One change in the bill made by the 


committee was a provision which makes 
the law operative from Jan. 1 of the 
present year. The board is to determine 
the value of the railway property and 
certify the amount ot"taxes levied upon 
the several companies..to i 


urer on or before Aug. 1, 1003. The bill 
also requires the railroad companies to 
furnish 
information desired 
by 
the 


board within thirty days after notice 
from 
the board. Another 
change is 


made by,,the cutting out of the provis- 
ion for am expert engineer and expert 
accountant to assist the board in deter- 
mining ±he railway valuation, the com- 
mittee reporting a separate bill provid- 
ing for these, in order to obviate the ne- 
cessity of sending the whole bill to the 
committee :on claims, where all bills car- 
rying an -appropriation must go.

the.provisions of the bill providing for 
the appointment of a state railway com- 
mission with authority to fix maximum 
rates, and the bill is expected to be in- 
troduced in the assembly by Wednesday 
of this week. An even harder fight is 
expected from the railway lobbyists on 
this than on the ad valorem- bill, and 
much care is being taken to have it so 
perfect in construction that no legal 
flaws can be picked in it. 


The bill providing for a state system 


of grain inspection will be reported on 
by the committee on state affairs some 
time this week. The committee gave 
the men who were from the head of the 
lakes last week until Tuesday to file 
briefs, figures and facts with the com- 
mittee, but will hold no more'oral heai-- 
ings. There is:little doubt but that the 
bill will be favorably reported.

President Kooserelt Tells South- 


ern Editor That They Speak 


for Themselves. 


BULK OF THEM HAVE 


BEEN &EAPPOINTED 


Will Welcome Testimony Showing 


Federal Officeholders Are Incom- 


petent—Largest Per Cent in 


Georgia Are Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The lull 


text of President Roosevelt's letter to 
Clark Howell, editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitu'tion, regarding southern 
appoint- 


ments, an abstract of which was publish- 
ed this morning was ma.de public today. 
In beginning his letter, which is dated 
Feb. 24, President Roosevelt says: 
"My dear Mr. Howard: 


"I have a .high opinion of the gentle- 


man you mention, and if the opportunity 
occurs I shall be glad to do anything I 
can for him. 


"Now, as to what.you say concerning 


federal. appointments in the 
south. 


Fra-nkly, it seems to me that my appoint- 
ments speak for tliemselves and that ray 
policy is self-explanatory. 
So far from 


feeling-that they need the slight apology 
or justification, my position is that on 
the strength of what I have done I have 
the right to claim the support of all good 
citizens who wish not only a high stand- 
ard of federal service but fair and equita- 
ble dealing to ihe south as well as to the 
north, and a, policy of consistent justice 
and good will toward all men." ' 


Farther along the president gays: 
"I have scant sympathy with the mere 


doctrinaire; with the man of mere theory 
who refuses to face facts; but do you 
not think that in the long run ft is safer 
for everybody it we act on the motto 
/All men up'.rather than that of "Some1 
'nien down'? 


''In your trail state of Georgia you are 


competent to judge from your own ex- 
perience. In the great bulk of the eases 
I have reappointed Mr. McKinley's ap- 
pointees. The changes I have made, such 
as that in the postmastership at Athena 
and in the surveyorship at Atlanta, were, 
as I think you will agree, changes for the 
better and not for the worse. It happens 
that in each of these offices T have ap- 
pointed a white man to succeed a colored 
man. 


"If you know of any federal office hold- 


er in Georgia of whom this is not true, 
pray letfine know, at; once. I will wel- 
come, testimony from .you or any.; other1 
reputable citizen .which..will .lend to show 
that a given public, officer is unworthy- 
anci'nipst emp}iatically,:..shortt will be .the 
shriffc'o'f any one whose lack of worth.is 
proTeri."

Referring to the fact that a large per-' 


ccntajsc of. the incumbents of federal of- 
fices in" Georgia are Democrats, the pres- 
ident says:

"I have good reason to believe that 


my appointees in the 
different states 


mentioned—and as the sum of the parts 
is the whole, necessarily in the south at 
large—represent not merely an improve- 
ment upon those whose places they took 
but upon the whole a Tiijrher standard of 
federal service than has hitherto been at- 
tained in the communities in question."

which lie derived a lar«e revenue month- 
ly. He also drew a good salary here and 
was employed as an accountant at the. 
uorlie'k Food Co. up to within several 
years ago. 


A cablegram was sent to his brother 


this morning asking what disposition to 
make of the remains, which might be 
sent to England. 
No definite funeral ar- 


rangements will bo made until a reply 
is received.

LATTER'S ADDRESS BOTH 


ABLE AND EXHAUSTIVE 


Remonstrance Drawn Up at Meeting 
Last Thursday Sight 
Presentert-- 


I'rtaiary Bill Alleged to be Kxpens- 


ive, Intricate and Iini>ractibie. 


-JADISON". TVb. 27.—Before meeting 


to dispose of I he primary elfction ques- 
tion so fnr as the committee i* concern- 
ed the senate committee on privileges 
and elections accorded a. hearing yester- 
day afternoon at Madison to representa- 
tives 
o£ Racine 
citizen*. Arguments 


against the primary election 
principle 


were made by Thomas M. Kearney and 
former Assemblyman .T. \V. Owen, while 
C. C. Gittings combated the. movement 
in Kaeinc that was represented by the 
other speakers. 
Chiirles Freeman tele- 


graphed that he had missed the train 
for Madison, but wished to be recorded 
as opposing the pending bill. 


The carefully prepared and exhaustive 


address by Mr. Kearney was the feature 
of the hearing, and was regarded by all 
present, 
the 
committee, 
room 
being 


crowded with senators and assemblymen 
not on the committee, ns one of the 
ablest exponents of that side of the ease 
since the beginning of the controversy 
ever the primary election question. 


MR. GITTIKGS' CHARGES. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel to today giv(-s 


the following account of the meeting: 


Mr. Gittings charged that the rail- 


roads had taken an undue interest in 
the political success of certain persons 
during the la>t campaign. He also made 
use of what is asserted to have been a 
private conversation with one of the 
leaders of the Wisconsin Republican lea- 
gue alleging that he had been told by 
the manager of the campaign that was 
inaugurated after the session of the leg- 
islature two years ago. that the cam- 
paign had been conducted for the pur- 
pose of finding out how the voters stood 
on the primary election question, and 
that that was the issue. Mr. Gittings 
declared that by the confession of t1 is 
manager, the people 
had decided the 


question and that there was no sense in 
referring it to them aga.in in the form 
of a referendum. 


Later Mr. Gittings was upbraided by 


Mr. Kearney for a personal reflection on 
the latter, arid withdrew any offensive 
statement. 


ALMOST CALLED TO ORDER. 


"If Mr. Kearney really thought that 


the railroads would control under a pri- 
mary .-y-tem. I do not think he would 
oppose thi.- bill so vigorously," said Mr. 
(Jittin^rs. 


"Mr. Gittings," said Mr. Kearney, "I 


am afraid you measure patriotism and 
conscience by too short a standard:,.! 
•will not say by your own standard,'' 


"I was just about to call the gentle- 


man to order.'* said Senator Whitehead, 
addressing Chairman Morse. 


Mr. Owen \va= the first speaker. He 


prefaced his remarks by submitting a re- 
monstrance 
against the primary 
bill, 


signed by sixty-our leading citizens of 
Racine. The remonstrance, he said, had 
been circulated only a part of one day, 
on Monument square, between Fifth and 
Sixth streets. 
Ke.Lrarding the 
''mass- 


meeting" that has im-iU-d so much talk, 
Mr. Owen said there had been no inten- 
tion of holding a massmeeting but that 
thc"'c sinr,;ly had been a meeting, of a 
few citizens to sec what might be done. 


• 
REMOXSTRAXCK OF liACIXE. 


The remonstrance he presented was as 


follows: 


"The undersigned, citizens and electors 


of the county of Racine, in the state of 
Wisconsin, hereby enter respectful pro- 
test against the passage of bill Xo. !i"A, 
entitled a bill to provide for party nom- 
inations by direct vote, now pending be- 
fore the senate, for the following rea- 
sons: 


"For the reason that the primary elc- 


tinn plan proposed in said bill is involv- 
ed, expensive, intricate, and impractica- 
ble. 


"For the reason that under said plan 


the excitement and disturbance incident 
to the holding of elections would be pro- 
tracted over an unnecessarily long per- 
iod of time. 


"For the reason that said 
plan, if 


adopted, would entail unusual and im- 
cecesssiy expense .upon the state. 


"For the reason that said plan would 


practically prohibit the - poor man 
and 


the man of moderate means from hoping 
for political preferment in the larger af- 
fairs of the state. 


"For 
the 
reason that said 
plan, if 


adopted, would deprive the. people of the 
right to meet in primary political gath- 
erings and in caucuses and conventions, 
and from formulating their own policies 
and adopting their own platforms. 


"For 
the 
reason that said plan, if 


adopted, would encourage the buildin; 
up of political machines, and subjecting 
the people in political matters to the 


control of the ofiiee holding class of the 
party in power. 


"And \\v respectfully 
petition 
your 


honorable body that the bill referred to 
do not pass, m; if it does pass, that it 
be so modified as to n.'inove its many ob- 
jectionable features, and that if passed, 
before it shall be permitted to take ef- 
fect, it be submitted tu it vote of the 
people at an election to be specially call- 
ed and held for that purpose." 


MK. KEARXEY'.S SPEKX'U. 


.Mr. Owen said he believed three-fifths 


of the people, of .Racine were, opposed to 
he primary bill. Two years ago. hi' said. 
Ijmidreds 
of people became impressed 


with the beauties of a primary law who 
did not know much about it. If they 
could sen its operation he thought they 
would all oppose it. 


Mr. Kearney said tho excuse nf him- 


self and others for appearing before the 
committee, was lo register 
a 
protest 


against the passage of the primary elec- 
tion bill. Jle disclaimed any personal or 
partisan motive, in being pre.-e.nt. Some 
of those who had commissioned him to 
voice their protests had earned the ban- 
ner of the Republican party through 
many a momentous struggle. 


These men are not faltering in their 


fealty to party in coming to you with 
their objections to this bill. They do not 
appear here as Democrats or as Repub- 
lican?, or as independents, as friends of 
the administration or as its enemies. 
They come, to you with higher purpose 
and more exalted motive: as citizens, as 
the source of all power in popular gov- 
ernment, as electors who trace the title 
to their political privileges through, the 
history of the land they love back to 
those 
simpler 
days when men 
were 


trusted and the individual citizen was 
supreme. 


REASONS FOR BILL'S DEFEAT. 
Mr. Kearney gave the following rea- 


sons why the. measure should not pass: 


For the reason that it is an attempted. 


interference with the right of assembly 
for 
deliberative, political purposes 
as 


that right has been enjoyed 
by 
the 


American citizen from the. days of the 
revolution to our own time. 


For the reason that it is grounded irt 


a distrust of the honesty, fearlessness 
and independence! of the citizen, and is 
at war with the fundamental- idea of 
popular government. 


For the reason that it is cumbrous, in- 


volved, an obstacle in the way of the 
poor man who seeks political preferment, 
and a threatened source of unnecessary 
expense upon the state. 


For the reason that, it 
deprives the 


young and the. uneducated of valuable 
means of information as to the affairs 
of state and as to the important func- 
tions of the citizen and elector. 


For the reason that instead of weaken- 


in£ it will, in practice, strengthen the op- 
portunity of the political machinist and 
manipulator to the great injury of the 
penple. 


XO COXCERX TO STATE. 


Mr. Kearney contended that it was 


no proper concern to the state how or 
u-hen party caucuses were held; where, 
or by whom party platforms arc adopt- 
ed and published. These 
are matters 


for each political party to settle for it- 
self, and if it does not settle them aright, 
and with a due reganl for the rights of 
individual members, they, the members 
wrongfd, will apply the remedy, and tin; 
oll'ending organizations will be relegated 
to a fitting obscurity. 


WU IT' MEASURE SEEKS. 
. '•• 


,.Thoi proposed 
bill, he 
said, 
offends 


agiiinst' the true spirit of our institu-' 
tions.. This was what it sought to ac- 
complish: 


I. To formulate and adopt statutory 


rules for party government. 


•2. To abolish those forms of deliber- 


ative political gatherings called caucuses 


nd conventions through which the mem- 
bers of political parties have heretofore 
given expression to the party will. 


3. To deprive the 
people, through 


iheir representatives, of the right to for- 
mulate party platforms, 
and 
to ve.-t 


such right in candidates for public office. 


4. To apply what is in effect the Aus- 


tralian ballot plan 
in, all nominating 


featherings, to which arc given the name 
"primary elections." 


MACH1XES WOULD REMAIN'. 


He denied that 
direct 
nominations 


would do away with political machines 
or lead to a better class of olh'cials. The 
delegate and 
convention 
system was 


adopted for convenience, and was pre- 
ferable, because it enabled each commun- 
ity, through its representatives, to be- 
come acquainted with all the reasons 
urged in favor of any candidate. If a 
representative legislature war- right, then 
a representative convention was right. 
He considered the bill as inconvenient 
and impractical. The fact that the bill 
attempted to formulate statutory rules 
for party control should work its rejec- 
tion. The certainty of punishment by 
I lie electors themselves is the best pledge 
of fairness and cleanliness in party man- 
agement. Why should the state spend 
time and money in printing notices, can- 
vassing votes and publishing results in 
favor of candidates who nevoi1 expect to 
be selected ? 


XO ERADICATION" OF EVIL. 


Mr. Kearney said the foreign born cit- 


izen gathered knowledge from the dis- 
cussion of caucuses and conventions, and 
he referred to the nomination of Mayor 
Ames of Minneapolis', now 
a 
fugitive 


from justice, in an effort to show that 
the primary system would not free the 
political field of vermin. "Away with 
such nonsense," he said, "and that oth- 
er untruth that bad men control the peo- 
ple in their caucuses and conventions 


and dictate their nominations. It is an 
insult to any citizen." 


Mr. Kearney denied that the people 


had demanded such a law. 
3STo vote, he 


said, was had on the bill at the last 
election. The 
bill did not embody 
a 


party principle in any sense. 


ASKS FOR REFERENDUM. 


Mr. Kearney said the system in Wis- 


consin 
had proved expensive, 
cumber- 


some and impracticable aud illy adapted 
to the needs of the people. If. however, 
lie senate should feel that some sort of 
primary bill should be passed, then lie 
argued that it be referred back to the 
people for approval, before it became a 
rule of political conduct in this state. 
The subject was as important as a con- 
stitutional amendment. In its present 
form it was unworthy of the support of 
the committee. 


ANSWERS SIR. KEARNEY. 


Mr. Gittings replied to Mr. Kearney's 


argument in part as follows: 


Mr. Owen said that 
the 
signatures 


were secured in one block on Monument 
square. There are sixty-four names to 
that petition; Mr. Owen did not read 
them all; I have looked over the signa- 
tures and tho signers do not reside or 
do business on Manument square. They 
live in all parts of the city. They arc 
scattered 
over five wards. Some of 


them live ou the outskirts of the city, 
out as far as the junction. This is true 
not. only of the signatures which Mr. 
Owen read. All of the men he enumer- 
ated are not located in the business dis- 
trict where he said. 


"Now we were told here today that 


the meeting held in Racine was not a 
massniceting and that it was not in- 
tended to be such. I agree that it was 
not a mass meeting, but I must dissent 
from the statement that it was not in- 
tended to be such. 


MASS MEETING INTENDED. 


The Racine papers announced it? pur- 


pose ill language which could only con- 
vey that meaning. Some of the men on 
the self appointed committee which ar- 
ranged the meeting went around trying 
to get people to attend. The result was 
that fifteen people attended the meet- 
ing, seven of whom were men who, like 
myself, believe in the primary election 
principle and who wandered in out of 
curiosity and who took no part in the 
meeting. When it is stated that it was 
not intended to make this a mass meet- 
in?, these men must have forgotten the 
efforts which they made to get a large 
attendance at the meeting. I .state these 
things just to let you know gentlemen 
of the committee know how much weight 
should be attached to this Racine pro- 
test. 
It docs not represent the senti- 


ment of the people of Racine county. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel devoted a great 
amount of space to this meeting and in 
an editorial called attention to it Mon- 
day morning. As that paper appears to 
be the mouthpiece of snmc of the people 
of this state they might pay some at- 
tention to what it has to say. In that 
editorial that paper said that there can 
be no dispute but that the majority of 
the people of the state desire the pri- 
mary law. Under the 
circumstances 


there should not be any question as to 
the duty of the legislature. 


SUBMITTED THREE TIMES. 


"Mr. Kearney in his argument, says 


that the whole principle underlying this 
proposed law is wrong, but. he adds, if 
you pass it put a referendum clause to 
the bill and refer the whole question 
;bo.ck to the people for them to passiupon 
it. Now this question 
has been sub- 


mitted three times to the people of the 
.state. Twice the issue,in the campaign 
was made squarely upon this issue. The 
penple have expressed • their will upon 
this subject, and it would be a useless 
expense to attach a referendum clause 
and refer this back to the people who 
have already spoken 
so emphatically 


upon it. 


FEAR OF RAILRAODS. 


"Mr. Owen appears to be. fearful lest 


the railroads should control the politics 
of the state and claims they would un- 
der the primary system remain in con- 
trol forever. How long is it since Mr. 
Owen became fearful of the railroads? 
This fear must be a recent development. 
These railroads whom he fears made a 
most desperate attempt the .past year to 
control the government of this state and 
to prevent the enactment of such a law. 
If there was any fear that under the law 
the railroads would control politics, I 
hardly think that Mr. Kearney, who rep- 
resents one of the largest railroads in 
the country, would be here opposing this 
measure." 


MR. KEARNEY INTERRUPTS. 


Mr. Kearney interrupted to ask if Mr. 


Gittings was not forgetting himself nnd 
whether he could not distinguish between 
private judgment and professional duty. 
Senator \Vhitehcad 
remarked that 
he 


was about to raise, a point of order on 
the gentleman from Racine. 


Mr. Gittings replied that 
lie might 


have gone too far in calling into ques- 
tion Mr. Kearney's motives, and he ask- 
ed the pardon of Mr. Kearney. 
He then 


concluded his address by urging the com- 
mittee and the other members oE the 
legislature to pass a primary bill for the 
nomination of all officers by direct vote. 


No one else desired to be heard on the 


bill, and the committee, after 
sitting 


around for a time to hear some desul- 
tory and informal discussion, went into 
executive session.

BREAMS LUST 


Typhoid Pneumonia Claims as 


Its Yietim a Well Known 


Eesident of This City. 


LOYA1 TO ENGLAND 


UNTIL THE BOER WAR 


Served in the South African Wav at 


Conclusion of Which He Renounced 


Native Country and Became an 


American Citizen. 


Thomas Albert Williams, known here 


as Major Williams, died last night at his 
boarding place, 704 Villa street, after a 
brief illness of typhoid pneumonia. His 
illness dates back from the time when 
he took a cold, three weeks ago. He 
did not regard it as serious and expect- 
ed the attack would wear itself away in 
a few days. It however developed into 
the disease that claimed his life and 
from that time on the patient gradually 
failed until the last spark of life was ex- 
tinguished. 


Deceased was born in Glouchcstcr, 


England, sixty years ago. At the age 
ot twenty-five he came to this country, 
locating in Racine, where he has resided 
ever since. For fifteen years he was em- 
ployed by the Horlick Food company as 
a bookkeeper. 


Major Williams was well known about 


the city as an interesting character. He 
was a large robust man of pleasant ad- 
dress and a pleasing conversationalist. 
He always seemed to like to discuss the 
affairs of his native country, to which 
he was always loyal until about a year 
ago. Just prior to that time the major 
decided 
to 
visit England. This 
was 


about the time the British-Boer war 
cast dark shadows over the two coun- 
tries of the eastern hemisphere. It was 
said.that after England was reached he 
joined the army and went to South Af- 
rica, where he was afterwards made a 
Boer prisoner. His term of Jncarcera- 
tion was said to be brief and after he 
secured his release he came back to 
England,. 
Meanwhile, after 
studying 


over the cause of tho conflict, he became 
a Boer sympathizer and swore that he 
would give up the country he had been 
always loyal to and loved. 


liefore he left for England on his last 


vi.-it. he talked much tibout the land of 
his birth. England was the only coun- 
try on t-urth in hi* estimation, and he 
would swellr by it forever, although he 
was in true sympathy with the United 
States in the Spanish-American war. But 
after he returned about twelve months 
airo. hi.s fondness for England hud turn- 
ed to a strong dislike, and it nil grew 
jut of the British-Boer war. 


For nearly twenty-live years in this 


jountry 1m could not be induced to take 
out his naturalization papers, but he fin- 
ally changed his mind of his own volition 
and swore allegiance to the stars and 
stripes and when death took him away 
he was a full Hedged American citizen. 


The 
major 
never married. At 
all 


times he displayed the refined qualities 
of a gentleman wherever or whoever he 
was with. It is said that his only sur- 
viving relative is a brother residing in 
England. Major Williams was in very 
comfortable circumstances. He was bc- 
iju.cu.thcd a large stun of money by the 
death of his parents in England from 
which he derived a large revenue month- 
ly. He also drew a good salary here and 
was employed as an accountant at the 
iiorlick Food Co. up to within several 
years ago. 


A cablegram was sent to his brother 


this morning asking what disposition to 
make of the remains, which might be 
sent to England. No definite funeral ar- 
rangements will be made until a reply 
is received.

mother, ISUi Palica avenue yesterday af- 
ternoon, ngcd 25 years. Deceased is sur- 
vived by his mother, two sisters, and two 
brothers. Funeral services will be held 
Monday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock at. the 
house and at -2 p. m., at the St. John's 
Lutheran church on Xorth Erie street.

Trouble is again

out anew this morning when twenty-nine 
of tjie union girls walked out in a body 
in a sympathetic strike on account of 
one of their number having been dis- 
charged yesterday for having joined the 
union, as is alleged. The union employes 
alsou charge that the company broke the 
agreement entered into by them with 
the company in regard to being given 
back 
their • old places. Mrs. Schoen, 


however, denies this. 


According to one of the officers of tho 


union, the young lady was early yester- 
day morning called into the office and 
ackcd whether she had joined the labor 
organization, to which the girl replied 
in the affirmative, saying that her ap- 
plication had been accepted and that 
her initiation would come off next Sat- 
urday, tomorrow. The forelady is said 
to have told her to get out in the fol- 
lowing words: "We don't want any- 
thing more to do with you." 
The young 


woman of course complied. 


The. matter was immediately brought 


to the attention of the union officers 
who went to the office of the company 
and demanded the reinstatement of the 
discharged 
employe, and Mrs. 
Schoen, 


as the strikers say, said, "under no con- 
sideration will I take her back." As a 
result a meeting was called and held last 
evening to consider what steps to take, 
and it was decided to order a- sympa- 
thetic strike, to go into 
effect 
this 


morning. Pickets were also selected and 
placed on duty at the factory today. 
What the next step will be has not yet 
been decided, but a meeting will bo .call- 
ed in a day or so for that purpose.

committee in putting forward a measure 
drafted by and bearing'the name of a 
Democrat, in connection'with a subject 
that has occupied the peculiar 
place 


among party issues that this one has.
